Washington, October 7.—(Special.)—The orders for the dstri- 
bution of the troops among the winter camps ir the south were 


jesued from the office of General Miles today. Under these three 
ccrps are sent south with headquarters respectively at Macon, 
Augusta and Huntsville. Macon, Avgusta, Athens, Columbus, 
Greenville, 8S. C., Huntsville and Anriston are made division 
headquarters, 

The First army corps is given headquarters at Macon, with 
Major General Breckinridge in command. The First division of 
this corps has hea lquarters at Macon and the Second division at 
Columbus, 

The Second army corps, under Major General Graham, has 
corps headquarters at Augusta, and division headquarters at 
Avgusta and Greenville, S. C., and at Athens. 

The Fourth army corps has its headquarters at Huntsville, 
with division theadquarters at Huntsville and Anniston. Major 
General Wheeler is in command of this corps, 

The full text of the order is as follows:

As far as practicable they will be 
so timed that only one regiment shall reach a particular camp on

Officers Ten Days Ahead. 


“The commander of each corps will direct the officer who fs 
to command any camp to be established under this order to pro- 
ceed to the designated point, accompanied by one or more staff 
officers. for the purpose of making necessary preliminary ar- 
rangements for the reception of the troops whom he should 
precede by at least ten days. He will be furnishei with the 
report and thd information concerning the particular site submit- 
ted by the board of officers who recently considered the subject 
of the location of winter camps in certain of the southern states. 
Fequisition will be made upon the quartermaster’s department 
for the flooring and boxing of tents. Those intended for the 
nen will be erected according to a model to be supplied by the 
cuartermaster general. Sufficient and proper hospital accom- 
~cdations will be provided and the necessary measures for plac-_ 
ing the camp in good sanitary condition will be taken in ad- 
vance of the arrival of the troops. Corps commanders will rec- 
ommend such new assignments of general officers as the pro- 
visions of this order may render necessary, or as they may deem 
“9 be for the best interests of the service. Assignments by trans- 
fer of the general staff officers should also be recommended by 
‘rem when considered advisable. 

“Orders for moving to the proper points organizations not 
vrigaded but attached to army corps will be issued from the 
headquarters of the corps concerned. 

“It will be borne in mind that the troops who are to occupy 
fhe camps hereir provided for are to be prepared and held in 
readiness for service in Cuba. They may be ordered to the 
island on short notice, either by regiments or brigades.

AMERICAN TROOPS

Manzanillo, October 7.—A fight was nar- 
rowly averted today between the Spanish 
garrison, under Colonel] Parron, and the 
United States troops uhder Colonel Ray, 
who have arrived here from Santiago to 
take possession of the city. 

The arrival of the Americans had taken 
the Spanish commander by surprise and 
he had reported to Colonel Ray that he 
had received word from General Blanco 
informing him that the date for the Ameri- 
can occupation had been postponed to Oc- 
tober 10th. He requested Colonel Ray to 
cable for additional instructions. The lat- 
ter consented to do so and sent a dispatch 
to General Lawton, at Santiago. 

At 7 o’clock this morning Colonel Ray 
having not heard from General Lawton to 
the contrary, sent word by Adjutant Col- 
lins to Colonel Parron, that in accordance 
with his instructions he should march his 
men to the city from the dock a mile 
away, where the United States transport 
Reina de Los Angeles had moved at the 
request of Colonel Parron, and would take 
possession of the public buildings in 
name of the United States.

Washington, October 7.—President McKin- 
ley has cabled the United States, military 
commission at Porto Rico that the island 
must be evacuated by the Spanish forces 
on or before October 18th, and that the 
Spanish commissioners be so informed. 

In case of the failure of the Spaniards 
to complete the evacuation by that date, 
the United States commissioners are di- 
rected to take possession and exercise all 
of the functions of government, and in 
case it is found to be impossible to secure 
transportation for the Spanish troops by 
October 18th, they be permitted to go into 
temporary quarters until the transports can 
be secured to take them to Spain. 

This fact was developed at today’s cab- 
inet meeting and it was also stated that 
from this time forward a more vigorous 
policy will be pursued with respect to the 
evacuation of Cuba.

States evacuation commission at Havana 
that the Spaniards would be expected to 
have evacuated the island by December 
Ist, with a strong intimation that in case 
of failure the United States would brook

Washington, October 7.—The war depart- 
ment has completed its plans of the de- 
parture of the second expedition of troops 
to garrison Cuba. The First division:‘s al- 
ready under orders and should be started 
within a very few days from the southern 
ports near their camping grounds, 

The First division starts under command 
Of Brigadier General L. H. Carpenter, U. 
S. V., who commands the cavalry brigade 
composed of the Seventh and Eighth Unit- 
ed States cavalry. He will ‘hold his com- 
mand of the entire division simply by rea- 
son of his seniority over Brigadier General 
Snyder and Brigadier General Wéilliston, 
and in the end a permanent designation 
must be made of a division commander. 

It is the intention of the war department 
that Major General Wade, now president 
of the military .evacuation commission, 
shall command the entire force of United 
States troops assigned to duty in Cuba, 
but he will scarcely take active command

The indications 
are that the troops will be sent, not in a 
body, but in small regimental and brigade 
commands, and that these wil] be landed 
first on the western coast and perhaps in 
part of the south, probably at Batabano. 

The animating purpose is to reduce the 
chances of hostile clashing between the 
retiring Spanish troops and the incoming 
American forces. by keeping back the lat- 
ter until the Spaniards have been deported. 

About the time the movement of the Lee 
command begins, another movement will 
take place of troops now in the middle 
States toward the southern camps, which 
have been selected by the Schwan board, 
lying in Georgia, South Carolina and Ala- 
bama. This will result in the abandonment 
of the camps at Middletown, Pa.; Lexing- 
ton, Ky., and Knoxville, Tenn. The south- 
ern camps are to be laid out in- the best 
form, with all the improvemnts that the 
experience of the last summer has dictated. 
Wherever permanent buildings wil] can- 
duce to the comfort and health of troops 
they are to be erected, although the com- 
manding officers are to keep in mind at 
all times the propriety of avoiding enerva- 
tion of the men by keeping them too 
closely in doors and away from camp life.

What General Corbin Says. _ 

General Corbin tonight said there--was 
no basis for the report that two troops 
of cavalry, on their way to Huntsville, 
Ala., from North Dakota, had been order- 
ed to Walker, General Bacon's telegram 
showing he was not in need of re-enforce- 
ments. The following is General Bacon's 
latest dispatch: 

“Walker, Minn., via Brainerd, October 
7.—Arrived here at noon with my detach- 
ment in good condition. The killed and 
hadly wounded have been shipped to Fort 
Snelling this morning. The Indians have 
been badly whipped and left the country 
adjacent to the fight.. En route here other 
Chippewa bands displayed white’ flags 
along the lake shore. Much talk here of 
general Indian outbreak. Will ascertain 
facts and report later.

Will remain myself and keep 
troops :;here awaiting developments. Re- 
egret exaggerated rumors published, re- 
sulting from my inability to communicate.

Dispatch from Beaulieu. 

The following reassuring dispatch was 
received tonight by Indlan Commissioner 
Jones, from Gus ,H. Beaulieu, a well- 
known Chippewa Indian, who has trans- 
acted considerable business for that band 
in Washington: : 

“Walker, Minn., October 7.—Not more 
than twenty-five or thirty Indians engaged 
in the outbreak. Chiefs Gaywucheway- 
binung and Macheguhbow, both of Bear 
Island, and Wahbununnee, of Leech Lake 
village, doing all-in thetr power to sup- 
press the outbreak. Chief Flamouth ar- 
rived? at Leech Lake village today with a 
large number of followers and is strongly 
opposing the outbreak. Indians coming 
into Leech Lake rapidly and registering 
their names in overseer’s office with the 
intention of remaining at the village until 
the trouble hag subsided. White Earth, 
Red Lake and Mille Lac Indians not af- 
fected. Think there will be no general 
uprising.’’ 

Were Ready with Their Guns. 

St. Paul, Minn, October 7.—The story of 
the first day’s fighting has been given in 
The Minneapolis Tribune. What followed 
that night and the next day is told in the 
following delayed special to The Pioneer 
Press: 

The night was a terrible one, and will 
never be forgotten by the four-score, or 
more, men who tried to sleep in the little 
Indian log cabin that was the center of 
Wednesday’s fights. In one corner of the 
room lay the half-dozen wounded, whose 
groans, bravely half smothered, added not 
a little to the horror of the experience. The 
force of fighting men, divided into two 
squads, spent the night throwing up in- 
¢renchments and digging rifle pity. All 
through the night there were occasional 
shots from the woods, answered by the 
sharp “‘ping’’ of the Krag-Jorgensens from 
the trenches and pits around the house, 

At 3 o'clock all the men were ordered to 
the trenches to resist an attack which it 
was expected would be made at daylight or 
before. There was nothing to cat in the 
camp and the men went out into the cold 
without even their morning coffee. But, 
contrary to expectations, trere was-no at- 
tack. Every few minutes a few shots 
from the trenches would call Lieutenant 
Ross out of dors, but there was littie 
trouble until about 9 o'clock, when Pri- 
vate John Schwalenstacker started out to 
the rifle pits. While pushing through the 
potato patch at the side of the house a 
shot from the woods plowed up the dirt 
beside him. He ran back to the house, 
but there was no more shooting. He went 
out again a’ few minutes later. W hile 
passing through the potato patch he 
paused to gather qa few potatoes to grati- 
fy his hunger. As he stooped there was 
a muffled roar of a Springfield from the 
woods, the man gave a cry and fel] to the 
ground. He was taken back to the house 
where it was found that he was dead. The 
bullet had entered his back just above the 
left hip joint and passed through his body 
and out at the right ghoulder. Death was 
instantaneous. 

Private Hart, standing by a clink in the 
log wall of the house, saw the smoke from 
the shot. It came from a tree about 150 
yards from the house. Hart at once cover- 
ed the tree with his rifle and waited. After 
about fifteen minutes a hand appeared on 
one side,of the tree and a part of an In- 
dian's face on the other. Hart took care- 
ful aim and fired. The Indian threw up 
both hands and fell dead. About 1 o’clock 
the steamer Flora took off the wounded

Her divorce was ob- 
tained in Dakota, and a proceeding later filed in local courts 
by the husband against Saxton charged that Saxton had gent 
her there to secure the divorce, the proceeding here being a suit 
for damages for the alleged alienation of the wife’s affections. 
This case has been thhrcugh all the intermediate courts and was 
passed upon by the state supreme court on an interpleading, 
and finally remanded for hearing on its merits here. - Before 
this occurred, and on Wednesday, a settlement was effected, 
Saxton paying George $1,825 on the claim get up of $20,400 for 
dumages.

Jacksonville, Fila., ‘October 7.—Thé fol-

Dr. Sanders. state health officer of 
Alabama, and explains itself: 
“Jacksonville, Fia., October 7.—In con- 
sequence-of a reported epidemic of dengue 
in this city, I arrived here on the 4tn 
instant for the purpose of making investi- 
gation. An opportunity was courteously 
afforded me by Drs. Dean and Joyner of 
seeing some of the private patients, and I 
have visited the miiitary hospitals of di- 
visions one and two, Seventh army corps, 
the medical officers in charge of which 
very cordially grantéa me the privilege of 
exanrining their sick. Among the private 
patients visited in the city, several were 
undoubtedly affected with dengue, but I 
saw no cases of this disease among the 
sick soldiers. I have not seen, either in 
the city or in the military hospitals, a 
case of yellow fever, or one resembling 
that ‘disease sufficiently closely to be pro- 
nounced suspicious. It affords me pleas- 
ure to testify to the very favorable im- 
pression which the sanitary condition of 
Jacksonville produces upon a visitor. I de- 
sire also to speak in the highest terms of 
commendation of the complete hospital 
provisions made for the care of the sick 
soldiers; as well as the skillful and kindly 
attention: rendered them by the surgeons 
and nurses. W.°H. SANDERS, M. D.,

CHURCH IN CANADA 
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Episcopal Triennial Council Greets First 
Churchmen of Dominien. 


FIRST FRATERNAL MEETING 


Two Archbishops from the English 
Provinces Are Welcomed. 


WARM GREETINGS ARE EXTENDED THEM 


Mission Work in Various Sections of 
the World Is Discussei During 
the Session. 


_-_- -- ~  ee 


Washington, October 7.—A significant spe- 
cial session of the Episcopal triennial coun- 
cil was held today, when the house 
bishops joined the house of deputies in a 
joint meeting to receive and do honor to a 
deputation from the English church in 
Cunada. The Canadian church has no af- 
filfation with that tm ihe United States, but 
lt is from a common stock. 

At the last council a cummittee was ap- 
pointed to convey greetings to the church in 
Canada.and this committee presented to the 
gathering today a deputation representing 
the first churchmen of the Dominion. It 
consisted of his grace; the Right Kev. 
Archbishop Lewis, Archbishop ©'Mara and 
Judge Hupert McDonald, the latter being 
the lay représentative. -Archbishop Lewis 
is at the head of the church in Canara. 

sishop Doane, of Albany, the j.residing 
officer of the house of bishops, extended an 
eloquent welcome. 

His grace Archbishop Lewis responded in 
feeling terms, expressing the deep Jove and 
admiration of the church .ia Canada for 
the sister churcy on tnis side of the border, 
both branches coming from the same 
mother church, 

The joint session was continued tu con- 
sider the subject of missions, reports being 
received and Bishop Neely, of Maine, and 
Graves, of the Platte, speaking on mission 
work. 

The house of deputies sitting separate 
from the bishops did considerable routire 
business, admitting to honorary scats rep:e- 
sentatives frofh Honolulu and Alaska. 
Leave of absence was given to Bishop Ses- 
siems, of Louisiana, owing to his feeling 
that the yellow fever reports were such as 
to make his presence at home desirable. 
Monday next at noon was fixed for tukirg 
up the important question of marriage and 
divorce. 

The bishops and deputies were again in 
short session at the afternoon session, con 
tinuing the discussion of mission work. 
Right Rev. Dr. Barker, bishop of Olympia, 
spoxe of the great mission work on the 
Pacific coast, which by giant strides had 
advanced more itn the last twenty years 
Yean any other locality, 

Bishop Hare, of South Dakota, spoke of 
the scope of Indian missions. The work 
had been begun by two bishops, but now 
eleven were engaged in the worx. 

Bisnop Nelson, of Georgia, discussed the 
field of-missiong among the negroes of the 
south. It was the most important field in 
the country, he said, owing to the yreat 
number of those to which church attention 
should be given. He spoke of the need of 
getting down to the home life of the negroes 
for in mo other way could the work 
elevation and Christianizing be success- 
fully carried on. The negroes were a peopie 
of hearts and they offered a greater field 
for church work than the tide of foreign 
immigrants flowing into the north and west. 

The missionary work in Africa was 
treated by ‘Rev. Dr. Eggleston. The report 
of the bishop of Shanghai, Right Rev. Dr. 
Graves, said the fate of a great nation was 
in the balance. 

The bishop of Tokio, Right Rev. Dr. Me- 
Kim, said the action of the empress of 
Japan tm‘appointing two native Japanese 
ladies communicants of the Episcopal 
church as delegates to a recent Chrstian 
gathering in Japan was a'‘inotable recogni- 
tion of Christianity from the imperial fami- 
ly. There continued, however, the antugo- 
nistic influence of Buddhism. The mission 
conditions in Brazil and Mexico were dis- 
cussed by Bishop Paterkin, of West Vir- 
ginia, and Rev. Dr. Forrester, respectively, 
showing healthy progress amid many dis- 
couragements.

Teddy's father devoted 
large income to charity: established the 
newsboys’ lodging house: founded a hos- 
pital; organized a bureau of charities and 
gave lurge sums to the Young Men's 
Christian Association. He was an active 
and liberal director of the museum of 
art and museum of natural history. 

Teddy's Uncle James founded the hos- 
pital in New York that bears his name 
and left it about $2,000,000. The inscrip- 
tion on his monument is ‘‘a true son of 
New York: a man upright in his aims, 
simple in his life and sublime in his bene- 
factions.”"*” And there are other kindred 
of renown close akin to Teddy. All of 
them had great big hearts and abounded 
in charity and charities.

NO OSTENTATIOUS INAUGURATION 


Governor-Elect Candler Is Opposed to 


Display and Will Take the Oath | 


of Office Inside the Capitol. 


tive Returns. 


The complete returns of Wednesday's 
election show that Governor Allen D. 
Candler will have a practically unanimous 
democratic legislature at his back during 
his administration. All told, there will not 
be a dozen populists ~~ republicans in both 
houses, and there are”stiN some counties 
to be heard from in which § the official 
ballot may cut even this figure down a 
point or two. Every belated return helps 
the democratic vote, and the third party 
leaders have already conceded that they 
will not have enough representatives in the 
legislature to make it worth while for the 
democrats to hold’ a caucus. They may 
have one in the senate and nine@fin the 
house, but these will not count for much 
in a total membership of 219—a working 
majority of 209. 

So far as the organization of the legis- 
lature is concerned, there seems to be no 
contest worthy of the name. Senator Wil- 
liam A. Dodson, of Sumter, will unques- 
tionably be president of the senate, and 
Colonel Charlies S. Northen will be secre- 
tary. Mr. Dodson was speaker pro tem. of 
the last house of representatives, and 
showed a skill as a parliamentarian that 
stamped him as a presiding officer of the 
highest type. But his rulings were al- 
ways fair, and he never left the speaker's 
desk with fewer friegds than he had when 
he wen into it—which cannot always be 
said of those called upon to wield the 
gavel in a Georgia legislature. As secre- 
tary, Colonel Northen will be in charge of 
an office that he knows all about, and the 
duties of which are as familiar to. him as 
his own name. He has made an enviable 
record as assistant secretary in keeping 
the senate’s business constantly upto date, 
and in all Georgia no man could be found 
who is better equipped for the. place. 

Organizing the House. 

In the house there is practically no doubt 
of the election of Representative John D. 
Little, of Muscogee, as speaker. No can- 
didate has appeared against him, and nearly 
all the prominent members of the lower 
body of the new legislature have promised 
him their support. Mr. Little served as 
chairman of the finance committee of the 
last house, and won special prominence as 
the author of the minority report of the 
Blalock investigating committee. He is the 
6on of Justice Little, of the supreme court, 
and Was graduated from the University of 
Georgia. An effort is being made to ge 
some good parliamentarian to take the 
place of speaker pro tem., and it is likely 
that the man selected will be one of ‘those 
who have seen previous service in the 
Georgia legislature. For secretary of the 
house Hon. John T. Boifeuillet, of Macon, 
is almost certain to be Mr. 
feuillet has been a member of the house, 
and is not only thoroughly acquainted with 
the duties of the office, but is well 
quainted with nine-tenths of the members. 

It is not likely that the democrats in the 
legisiature will go through the formality 
of holding a caucus, because the minority 
it too insignificant to make such a pro- 
ceeding necessary. There is hope, also, that 
a liberal spirit on the part of the majority 
may aid in the effort to bring all populists 
back to the dominant party. Governor At- 
kinson yesterday voiced the prevailing 
sentiment of the people in a statement 
touching this point. He said: 

“The victory is complete and the populist 
party is practically out of existence. ‘chose 
who have been attached to it find them- 
Selves not only without a party in tnis 
State, but with only a fragment of a party 
in other states. ‘The result in Alabama 
followed by that in Georgia gives emphasis 
to this statement. There are thousands of 
good men in Georgia who voted for the 
populist nominees.

So far as the ceremonies attending the 
inauguration of the new governor are con- 
cerned, it may be said that they will be 
of the simplest possible character. Colonel 
Candler does not want any display. There 
will not be a platform built in front of the 
capitol as a theater for the swearing in of 
the new governor, and there will not be 
any military demonstration. Colonel 
Candler will go into the chamber of the 
house of representatives at the appointed 
time, escorted only by Governor Atkinson, 
and in/the presence of both branches of the 
legislature he will take the oath of office, 
administrated by the chief justice of the 
Supreme court of the state. Then he will 
deliver his inaugural address, and go back 
to this office and to work. This is his idea 
of an inauguration, and it is pretty certain 
to be carried out. 

The new lIegislature is going to have a 
whole lot of work to do, and Governor 
Candler will not be an idle man during the 
session. The proposition to hold a consti- 
tutional convention will come up, and 
there are grave differences of opinion in 
democratic circles as to the advisability 
and propriety of holding one. The estab- 
lishment of a central penitentiary in Geor- 
gia and the inaugurating of a new convict 
system, which was begun in the last legis- 
have to be considered. New 
ballot laws are to be proposed, and a new 
tax system is to be suggested. A dozen 
other radical measures will be introduced, 
and Colonel Candler is certain to have his 
hands full in keeping up with the legisla- 
ture, no matter how hard he works. That 
he will do so, however, no man’ who knows 
him will doubt for an instant.

With native modesty 
Miss Hill has lately written a letter 
for publication in which she disavows 
any desire to wear the title which be- 
longed to Miss Davis, and expresses 
deep regret that her name should ever 
have been mentioned in/connection with 
the matter. She says that she agrees 
with General Gordon that the title of 
“the Daughter of the Confederacy” 
should remain in the grave of Miss 
Davis, and that for her part shevis more 
than satisfied with the honor of being a 
confederate soldier’s daughter. 

This ought to end the -matter. In 
speaking for herself, Miss Hill speaks 
for the danghters of other confederate 
leaders, and we feel warranted in say- 
ing that nothing more will be heard in 
regard to the right of succession to the 
title worn by Miss Davis. Miss Davis 
deserved the title not onlv by reason:of 
the fact that she was born during the 
dark days of the war, but also by rea- 
son of the fact that she was born in 
the confederate white house in Rich- 
mond, and that she was the daughter of 
the first and last chief executive of the 
confederate states.

appointed at being unable to get sub- 
stantial consideration al Washington, 
and that the structure they have so

west is rapidly crumbling away.

Admiral Dewey and Gen- 
eral Merritt have given their views fully 
on this subject to the president, and 
the peace commfssioners have these 
opinions before them. m 

It sounds well f Aguinaldo to de- 
clare that nothing short of complete in- 
dependence will satisfy his people, but 
this talk simply shows that he and his 
people do not know what is best for 
them. Complete independeace with 
such a government as they would set 
up would, in a short while, mean noth- 
ing else than anarchy, whereas 
under a government furnished by 
the United States they -will, (in good 
time, be educated to an understanding 
of what freedom and independence really 
mean, and then will be time to talk for 
independence. When that time comes, 
they will get it. 

The work of the peace commission 
has not as yet simplified in any way 
the problem presented by American pos- 
session of Manila. How to let go is 
sti the great question. Naturally, the 
Spaniards would rather lose the whole 
archipelago than give up Luzon and 
continue to operate in’ the other islands 
undér a strict American suzerainty—for 
that seems to be the problem presented 
to them. The people of this country 
are undoubtedly opposed to giving up 
the islands altogether, and yet they 
are anxious to get off with the minimum 
of responsibility that will give our navy 
and our commerce the right kind of a 
foothold down there. 

The likelihood, from present indica- 
tions. is that the flag will, in the end, 
fly over the entire group of islands, 
and the people will be given a just 
and honest and stable government un- 
der, the stars and Stripes. Under no 
cireumstances is it likely ‘that Aguinal- 
do and his fellow politicians’ wi]l be 
allowed at this time to up a gov- 
ernment for themselves. Perhaps some 
time in the future there will be a Fili- 
pino government; but there are but two 
horns to the present dilemma—one 
 apcostanar the other American.

Last Year’s Mineral Output. 

Information bearing upon the extraor- 
dinary mineral resources of the United 
States is contained inthe recently issued 
report of the chief of the mineral divi- 
sion of the interior department. 

This report comes to hand rather late 
since it deals with the calendar year end- 
ing Décember 31, 1897, but still it is 
none the less replete with important 
data. | 

To make use of some of the figures 
contained in this report, the _ total 
amount of pig iron produced in the 
United States last year aggregated 9,602,- 
680 tons, valued at $95,122,299. Of silver 
bullion, there were 653,860,000 ounces 
produced, valued for coinage purposes 
at $69,637,172; while of gold bullion 
there were 2,774,935 ounces produced, 
valued for coinage purposes éat $57,363,- 
000. Of copper there were 491,638,- 
000 pounds produced, valued at $54,080,- 
180. 

With respect to other metals produced 
during the year the report includes 208,- 
192 tons of lead, valued at $14,885,728; 
99 980 tons of zinc, valued at $14,498,300; 
26,648 flasks of quicksilver, valued at 
$993,445; 4,000,000 pounds of aluminum, 
valued at $1,500,000; 756 tons of anti- 
mony, valued at $109,655; 23,707 pounds 
of nickel, valued at 7,823; and 150 
ounces of~ platinum, valued at $900. 
Coal, marble and granite are not treat 
ed in this report for the reason that the 
importance of these products to com- 
merce and industry makes it necessary 
to give.them separate classification. 

Exclusive of coal, marble and gran- 
ite the mineral output of the United 
States for the past year aggregated ap- 
proximately $302,198,000. 

As compared with 1896, the. produc- 
tion of silver. according to the report, 
decreased 4,974,800 ounces, while the 
production of gold decreased 206,803 
ounces. Everything considered, the re- 
port is gratifying in the highest degree, 
as it not only indicates rapid develop- 
ment but emphasizes the extraordinary 
wealth of our resources. 

Vice Admiral. Not Enough. 

The whole country wili be interested 
in the announcement which comes from 
Washington to the effect that, Secretary 
Long will recommend to congress, with 
the approval of President McKinley, 
that the grade of vice admiral be re- 
vived in the navy in order that Rear 
Admiral Dewey may be guitably hon- 
ored for his services. 

But is this recognition enough? Ought 
not the full grade of admiral to be re- 
vived if the desire of the government 
is to appropriately reward the hero 
of Manila? When the _ superb ability 
which has characterized the work of 
Rear Admiral Dewey in the east is care> 
fully considered it must become appar- 
ent that he is worthy of the highest 
tribute. which this country can bestow 
upon him. Not only for the genius, 
audacity and pluck which enabled him 
to utterly destroy Spain’s Asiatic. fleet, 
but also for the shrewd diplomacy which 
enabled him to handle with such con- 
summate skill the difficult problems 
whieh came up for solution after the 
victory of Manila bay, Rear Admiral 
Dewey is entitled to the most signal 
manifestation of the gratitude and re- 
spect of the whole American people. We 
are giad'to know that Secretary Long 
intends to recommend the promotion of 
Rear Admiral Dewey, but we hope when 
the report comes up before congress that 
it will recommend that the full grade 
of admiral be revived for him instead 
of the grade of vice admiral. The he- 
ro of Manila certainly deserves to rank 
with Farragué and Porter. 

While on this subject it -mav not be 
out of place to emphasize the claims of 
Rear Admiral Schlev for promotion to 
the rank of vice admiral. Afthough not 
credited in the official records df the 
government with the- sinking of Cerve- 
ra’s fleet, Rear Admirai Schley is none 
the less the hero of that achievement in 
the eyes of the whole country north, 
south, east and west. He may never 
become vice admiral, but there can be 
no doubt of the fact that he fs clearly

EVIDENCE AGAINST McINTYRE. 


Witnesses Show That the Chaplain 
Spoke Roughly of Superiors. 


Denver, Col., October 7.—Upon the re- 
assembling of the courtmartial of Chaplain 
McIntyre today the prosecution called Lee 
Ullery, of Franklin, Ill, superintendent 
of construction of the Denver mint, to 
testify in rebuttal, 

Mr, Ullery said that on August 4th he 
had a conversation with Chaplain Mc- 
Intyre at their hotel. The chaplain as- 
serted that when the battle began Admiral 
Sampson, with. the flagship New York, 
was fifteen miles away. and that when 
the Oregon was going into the battle she 
passed the }owa going to the rear.

The inspector general 
then advanced with re-enforcements and 
quelled the riot without firing a _ single 
shot. The maroons retreated to their 
reservation, making threats, and re- 
enforcements of 200 police were dispatahed 
this morning to the support of the inspec- 
tor general, although it is not expected 
further serious trouble will arise.

THE CALIFORNIA AUSTRALIAN BALLOT LAW 


WAS WRITTEN BY MR. G. J. SWIFT, OF GEORGIA. 


) 


Since the voting at the local primary in 
Atlanta on the 5th instant has attested the 
efficiency of the Australian ballot system, 
and which experiment may induce the en- 
actmeént of a general state law, I deem it 
opportune to speak of the history and ex- 
cellent features of the Australian ballot 
act of California. When the agitation for 
Such a law was first started in California 
the city. of San Franc‘sco was, and had 
been for several years, in the thraldom 
of bossism. The singular fact of it was 
that the boss was a blind saloon keeper, 
known as Chris Buckley. It seemed al- 
most impossible to overthrow or impair the 
political power ®r Boss Buckley and his 
‘lambs.

The republicans met in state convention 
and nominated Markham for governor, but 
in their platform ‘they had entirely ignored 
any reference to the adoption of the new 
system of voting. The democratic conven- 
tion subsequently met at San Jose and the 
writer, at the head of a special committee, 
attended the convention to urge the sup- 
port of that body for the passage, at the 
next legislature, of an Australian ballot 
law. The large number of delegates from 
San Francisco were mostly Buckley fol- 
lowers, who could not be trusted to provide 
properly in the platform an exact recom- 
mendation for the new law. In fact, all 
reference to syc.. legislation in the body of 
the convention had been vague, indistinct 
and evasive. Our committee saw this, and 
in the evening sought a conference with 
the committee on platform and resolutions, 
the majority of whom were delegates from 
other parts of the state, outside of San 
Francisco, and not dominated by the Buck- 
ley influence. The writer was requested to 
formulate the language that would meet 
the requirements of the case, with the un- 
derstanding that the vommittee would ac- 
cordingly report it to the convention. 
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This was done, as follows: ‘We favor 
an Australian ballot law to be passed by 
the next legislature in substantial accord 
with the Massachusetts law on the sub- 
ject."" We knew the Massachusetts act to 
be very full and complete, and the legisla- 
ture, being committed to a similar measure, 
could not avoid the enactment of a law 
that would embody the most salient feat- 
ures of a real and genuine Australian ballot 
law. The popularity of this action on the 
part of the democratic convention alarmed 
the republicans, who, in convention, had 
ignored any such pledge or recommenda- 
tion. Whereupon the candidate for gov- 
ernor proclaimed to the people that if elect- 
ed he would do all in his power for the 
passage of such a law and that the repub- 
licans of the legislature would do likewise. 
Markham was elected governor and a ma- 
jority of the legislature was republican. 
Thus both parties, became committed to 
the passage of the law, and it was duly 
pessed. But there was injected into the 
acta confusion and doubt as to the right 
of independent candidates or parties to get 
a place on the official ballot by petition, 
without conditions more onerous than those 
of the two regular parties and their noml- 


nees. The constitution of California pro- 


vided that “all laws of a general nature 
should have a uniform qperation.”’ 

The new jaw permitted plainly the regu- 
lar parties to place their nominees on the 
official ballot in such a way that they 
could be grouped and a siraight party 
ticket voted by placing a single cross (X) 
mark after the democratic or republican 
designation at the head of the ticket As 
independent candidates, though nominated, 
could only. get on the official ballot by writ- 
ten petition, in construing the law, it 
seemed doubtful Whether they could be 
voted for otherwise than by a cross (X) 
mark after each separate name. On any 
ballot to be voted in San Francisco the 
number of candidates for each of the reg- 
ular parties was over sixty, and a corre- 
sponding number for any independent 
party,

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A petition was filed in the supreme 
court of California praying for a writ of 
mandate to compel the registrar of voters 
to place the non-partisan candidates on the 
official ticket so that they could be group- 
ed and voted for by a single cross mark, 
the same as the nominées of the two reg- 
ular parties. This writ was issued by 
Chief Justice Beatty, and the ¢gase taking 
precedence, because of its public import- 
ance, was immediately set for ‘hearing and 
argument, The writer drew the petition, 
and represented as attorney the petitioner. 
The was entitled Eaton vs. Brown, 
and is reported in 96 California reports, 
page 371. The supreme court of California, 
consisting of seven members, was serious- 
ly confused and divided. Some of the jus- 
tices held that a proper and -necessary 
construction of the act did not entitle 
independent party to group its ‘candidates 
and to have them voted for by a single 
cross mark, as in the case of the two reg- 
ular parties. This view clearly violated 
the rule and principle enjoined by the con- 
Stitution of the state and rendered the act 
null and void. The method and purpose of 
the act, based upon a vital principle, was 
that of voting, which could not be radi- 
cally changed without nullifying the law 
as a whole.

Upon motion of Mr. E. P. Chamberlin 
a committee was provided, composed of 
nine representative citizens of Atlanta, who 
should meet and discuss features for the 
jubilee and plans for the materialization of 
the movement. The committee was ap- 
pointed yesterday afternoon by Chairman 
Hemphill as follows: 


W. A. Hemphill, chairman; FE. P. Cham- 
berlin, T. H. Martin, Martin Amorous, Dr. 
W. W. Landrum, M. Rich, Forrest Adair, 
Major W. J. Kendrick, H. H. Cabaniss 
and Joe Jacobs. 


This committee will have a meeting and 
on next Tuesday morntng the citizens of 
Atlanta are invited to be present at a pub- 
lic meeting to be held in the chamber of 
commerce, when the committee will report 
and the plans of the jubilee will be laid be- 
fore the meeting. Permanent organization 
will at this time take place. Committees 
will be commenced under the direction of 
the sub-committees. 

Mayor Collier called the body to order 
yesterday and the work of organization 
was commenced. Hon. W. A. Hemphil! 
was elected chairman of the meeting and 
he presided. A secretary was chosen and 
the discussion of the advisability of such a 
celebration amd the preparations attendant 
upon it were commenced. It was iirst pro- 
posed that the jubilee be held within a few 
weeks, but as the features to make up the 
programme for the occasion were discussed, 
it was soon discovered that more time than 
two or thr®e weeks would be necessary to 
make all arrangements for as large a dis- 
play and extensive programme as the pro- 
moters think should be presented. 

Will Occur Later in November. 

{In the light of these tacks it waa under- 
stood before the meeting was over that 
the celebration ‘would take place che iatter 
part of November. 

Among those present were Mayor C. 
Collier, Chairman W. A. Hemphill, 
E. P. Chamberlin, Mr. T. B. Neal, 
Ernest Woodruff, Mr. Charlies Harman, 
J. G. Woodward, Mr. T. H. Martin, Mr. 
James L. Mayson, Major Kendrick, Dr. W. 
W. Landrum, Mr. W. O. Jones, Hon. H. H.

In opening the meeting Mayor Collier said 
that he favored such a jubilee. He said 
that he had called the meeting at tne re- 
quest of a number of gentlemen an.) that 
he did not know what the gcope of the 
undertaking was intended to be, but 
thought it ought to be a jubilee on a large 
scale. 

“I am not willing to go irto anything,” 
he said, “that is not on a large scaie. That 
ig the way it ought to be to fully represent 
Atlanta. The programme snouid be free 
to all who come here to enjoy the hospli- 
tality of the city during the continuance of 
the jubilee. I think the time, if it is pro- 
posed to have the celebration in a few 
weeks, is too short.

Colonel Hemphill Chairman. 

Colonel Hemphill took the chair and said 
that he most heartily favored a célebration.

Chairman Hemphill asked for suggestions 
from those present as to what could be 
arranged in the way of a programme. 

The general discussion then, took piace, 
Mr. Cary, representing Pain’S Fireworks 
Company, said that he could secure the 
battles of Manila, Santiago and San Juan 
for the occasion. 

A letter from Mr. R. F. Shedden was 
read in which:he stated that he held the 
receipt for the first subscription to the 
Cotton States and Internationg! exposition 
and he wanted the same in the Peace Jub'- 
lee. He subscribed $50 to the undertak ng. 

Mr. R. B. Cramer suggested that Presi- 
dent McKinley would be in Chicago on 
October 18th and 19th and could be easily 
brought to Atlanta while on that trip. He 
gaid that he had seen the president recent- 


ly and thought he would accept the invita- 
tion of the people of Atlanta to come here, 
as he had expressed his feeling toward 
the south for the part she took jm the war. 

Mayor Collier wanted to know what the 
city was to offer in the way of aftractions 
to bring visitors here. Alderman Mayson 
suggested a parade and a kind of mardi 
gras festival at the park. Dr. Landrum 
said that he wanted to know how many 
Gays the jubilee would continue. He was 
informed that it would be about three 
days. He said that one day ought to be 
devoted to a display of he departments of 
the city government and an effort be made 
to show the people who come here how a 
great city is conducted. 

School Children To Parade. 

“T want to see,”’ said Dr. Landrum, “‘the 
schoo! children of the city put on parade: 
The children are the future of the city 
and the state: every school building floats 
the national flag, and the way to get the 
parents of Atlanta interested is to have 
the children take part in the jubilee. 
Let one day be devoted to the children, 
the thousands of them can make a mag- 
nificent display and they can be taught 
to sing the national anthems in such a 
manner as to thrill every heart. Another 
day can be devoted to the military and it 
seems to me that if the government is fa4 
vorable to the celebration of péace that 
it would allow us ‘to bring the Third regi- 
ment from Griffin here. We could have a 
great sham battle, which would be very 
interesting and a representation, if it is 
desired, of the storming of Santiago and 
San Juan.” 

Mr. T. H. Martin suggested that the en- 
tire programme of the occasion be in one 
day. This was objected to. 

Mayor Collier said that he thought the 
city would allow the departments to be 
paraded and@ that he heartily favored the 
plan to have the school children a part of 
the celebrption. He said he did not know 
where the large number of children could 
be placed arid leave any room for the pub- 
lic. 

Dr. Landrum suggested the capitol 
grounds and Mr. Crapier said that if it 


‘was the intention of the committee to have 


the celebration at ‘an-early date, that the 
governor would be inaugurated on Octo- 
ber 26th and that at that-time it was pro- 
posed to have erected an immense plat- 
fofm on the capitol grounds. ‘He suggest- 
ed that this platform could be used for 
the children and other purposes. Mr. 
Collier said he thought the Third regiment 
could be obtained. 

Mr. Martin Amorous made 
that the jybilee continue two days. 
was amended to be three days. 

Mr. T. B. Neal said that if Atlanta at- 
tempted to get the people here fora Peace 
Jubilee every effort should be made to make 
it a grand affair. Mr. Charles Harman 
wanted mdre time. He said that it should 
last for several days, and that to prepare 
a programme for the occasion considerable 
time will be required. He did aot want 
anything that was not good and ‘in order 
to bring the people here the railroad rates 
would have to be arranged and properly 
advertised, which would require some time. 
Mr. George Muse spoke in favor of more 
time and said that the people would come 
if the celebration warranted it. 

Troops To Be a Feature. 

Mayor Cojlier then .sald: ‘ 

“If the jubilee is arranged for November, 
which will give more time for preparation, 
it is very probable that a large force of 
troops will be stationed here and the gov- 
ernment will in all probability allow these 
to be paraded or used as a part of the 
celebration.”’ 

This suggestion was well received and 
considered a very valuable one. The sol- 
diers, it is thought, would add much to the 
celebration and by a parade through the 
city would emphasize the spirit of the oc- 
casion. 

A motion was made by Mr. T. B. Neal 
that a committee of nine be appointed to 
canvass the city and learn what the public 
sentiment on such a celebration. He 
said he did not think the present meeting 
showed that the citizens were sufficiently 
interested. Mr. M. Rich ,took exceptions 
and said that he thought the city was well 
represented and that the work On the ju- 
bilee should be begun at once. 

Mr. Forrest Adair said that he hoped 
the motion would not pass as, he said, the 
people could not give an intelligent opin- 
ion. 

“The committee cannot say what is pro- 
posed to be presented as a part of the 
jubilee and the people not knowing can- 
not express themselves intelligently,”’ said 
Mr. Adair. 

After some discussion Mr. 
drew. his motion. 

On motion of Mr. Chamberlin it was de- 
cided that a committee of nine be appointed 
yesterday afternoon by Chairman Hemp- 
hill to arrange plans and report to a pub- 
lic meeting on next Tuesdaw. morning at 
11 o'clock what is proposed: and there re- 
ceive the indorsement of the citizens of 
Atlanta to the movement for the jubilee. 

This meeting will be held in the cham- 
ber of commerce gn it is the desire of 
the committee that all the people of At- 
lanta who are interested in the move- 
ment be present and express themselves 
on th proposed Peace Jubilee. The meet- 
ing will be a very important one and defi- 
nite steps will be taken toward the ar- 
rangement and preparation of a pro- 
gramme for the occasion.

If Allanta Wants a Camp, Why, 
That's All Right

Its Presence, However, Would fot Be 
an Unmitigated Blessing, 


MANY THINGS MIGHT BE 


SAID 


But, After All, It Is the Soldier’s 
Money That Is Wanted Rather 
Than His Personality—Chap- 
lain Small Is Very 
Interesting.

Camp Hamilton, Lexington, Ky., October 
7.—(Special.)\—Why a city suchi as Atlanta 
should desire a camp of soldiers located 
close to its limits is one of the mysteries 
of municipal lunacy fhat a shal] not at- 
tempt to solve. But if Atlanta earnestly 
desires such a camp I hope ghe will] get 
it, and if our regiment is to be removed 
southward to one of the new sites I would 
like it to be one of the occupants of the At- 
lanta encampment. The desire is per- 
sonal, however, and not a patriotic or 
practical consideration. 

Of course we are not fools so much as 
to misunderstand the motive for seeking 
a large encampment of goldiers near any 
town or city. It is the.money value of the 
temporary increase of people and the cer- 
tainty that a pile of greenbacks and coin 
{is to be distributed in the channels of 
local trade. But there are drawbacks and 
€évils accruing from such a concentration 
of troops that the greedy do not stop to 
consider, and often the wise do not com- 
prehend in advance. I might enumérate 
some of these disadvantages, but it would

A Social Boom. 

One of the consequences of quartering 
troops near a city is the impetus given to 
Social jife. Th® officers of the regiments 
and organization staffs are usually men of 
education and _ social prestige at home. 
They naturally make themselves known 
and appreciated among the soctety cir- 
cles of the cities where they are stationed 
and social functions of varied and brilliant 
cnaracteristics are inevitable. Military re- 
ceptions, suppers, -balls, camp-fires _and 
Other unique forms of gaiety become the 
vogue. The city people vie with the mili- 
tary contingent in these affairs, and as a 
consequence the social life of the city 
becomes greatly stimulated and exerciséd. 
Here, in the heart of the Blue Grass re- 
gion of Kentucky, where hospitality is a 
matter of noblesse oblige and where’ the 
men and women are of unrivaled tact in 
such functioning, the round of pleasure 
has been persistent and most prolific of 
pleasure. No one doubts that in Geor- 
gia, and especially in Atlanta, noted as a 
city where the courtesieg of the old re- 
gime of southern society are accentuated 
by adeptness in the modern arts of social 
aristocracy, the prestige of even Old Ken- 
tucky would be eclipsed. So that there 
will be no want of alacrity upon the part 
of our young military gallants in preparing 
for an early move from Lexington to the 
Gate City of the south. 

A Prime Consideration 

in thé location of an army camp should 
be the water supply. Under ordinary con- 
ditions of camp necessity a supply of ten 
gallons of good, potable water per man 
daily is not too much to be guaranteed. 
For cooking, washing, bathing and general 
sanitation less than the’ above quantity 
would be too jittle. Wherever that supply 
cannot be commanded the camp {ts sure to 
take on speedily conditions that will de- 
mand its abandonment. One of the chief 
complaints here at Lexington ‘s from this 
very cause. The water is good enough as 
city water supplies go, but the quantity 
made avallable to the camp is deficient. 
Today it is almost impossible for the men 
at this camp to obtain baths, so requisite 
to their cleanliness and health, and the 
water must be boiled before using for 
drinking or cooking. The engineer who 
figured on the water supply for this camp 
of 10,000 men was certainly shy on his job. 
He laid a four-inch pipe, without stand 
pipes or air valves, and evidently without 
regard to friction in a five-mile transit or 
calculation of the pumping power to be 
relied upon at the’ initial point of supply. 
The result is a scant supply, an almost ir- 
remediable system of pipage, general dis- 
satisfaction and a necessitated removal of 
the troops from this point, 

Atlanta wants to keep her both eyes 
peeled on this particular point. She fs fa- 
mous for ‘ther water system, her filtration 
plant and her incomparable board of water 
Upon the latter will fall 
the respongibility of meeting the city’s 
engagements as to the water supply to be 
guaranteed to the proposed encampment. 
If they fail to furnish an adequate and 
usable supply of satisfactory water they 
may be sure the authorities among the 
military organizations will raise a kick 
that dare not be resisted. The country is 
in no temper to allow its soldiers to be en- 
dangered through any avoidable cause, and 
the war deparrment would promptly re- 
spond to any complaint about bad water 
or an inadequate supply. 

The Health Problem. 

Anotk&r> matter not to be ignored is the 
health problem that is brought upon a city 
by the proximity of large camps. Perhaps 
the greatest error in the conduct of this 
war has been the persistent, repeated con- 
centration of large bodies of troops in a 
given locality. Nearly all regular army 
officers who have had practical experience 
in handling troops in field and ‘campaign 
service have deplored this all-too evident 
mistake. The massing of many thousands 
of men from various sectiogs and climates 
in any one spot is naturally sure to breed 
much disease. 

The healthiest locabity on earth cannot 
insure immunity .again# personal neglect 
and imprudence Wpgn the part of a ma- 
jority of soldiers. The inevitable incidents 
of camp life and the opportunities for fool- 
ish excesses afforded by a city’s vices 
produce diseases and establish unhealthy 
conditions against which no previous data 
or emergency sanitation can prevail. 

The complaints made of Chickamauga 
and other camps can be directly tracea- 
ble to the largeness of the communities 
thus suddenly brought together and not

The case is a famous one and attracted 
considérable attention when the first pill 
for receiver was filed. Matters: were at 
that time at fever heat in the Gate Citv 
Guard, and personal difficulties because of 
the application for receiver were narrowly 
averted. 

The trouble grew, it ig said, out of the 
action of the company In deriding to enlist 
in the service of the state. It 1s well 
known that prior to the act of 1893 the 
military companies of the state were all 
on a separate footing and acted independ- 
ently. At that time the general assembly 
decided that it would be best to organize 
the military companies into regiments, and 
this act was passed, although it was bit- 
terly fought by the military companies be- 
cause they desired to retain the'r identity. 

After the act was passed several com- 
panies refused to enlist in the service of 
the state under the new regulations and 
accordingly their arms were taken away 
from them. The Gate City Guard was 
among the companies refusing to enlist, 
and for several years it refused. to 
enlist. In the meantime new blood had 
been infused into the organization and the 
younger members. decided that they 
stved to enter the service of the state. 

Consequently at a meeting held early in 
January, 1897, new officers, trustees and 
directors were elected, and.the company 
by an almost unanimous vote decided to 
re-enter the sefvice of the state. This ac- 
tion did not meet with the approbation of 
a number of the members of. the Old 
“Guard. and a number of meeting wera 
held in quick succession. Hot words were 
exchanged at these meetings.and the mem- 
bers of the Old Guard repudiated tn®@ ac- 
tion of the active company and said they 
would not consent to see them in the ser- 
vice of the State. 

In the spring of 1897 a petifion for re- 
ceiver was filed by Anderson, Felder & 
Davis and Luther Rosser, in behalf of a 
number of clients who represented them- 
selves as members of the organization 
known as the Old Guard. T petition

alleged that the trustees of the Gate (ity 
Guard had been illegally elected, and ask- 
ed that a receiver be appointed to take 
charge of the armory and preperty of ‘de 
company, which is valued at about 340,000. 

To this petition the defendants filed a red 
hot demurrer through Captain Clifford L. 
Anderson, representing that Captain Joseph 
F. Burke, a former commander of the com- 
pany, had inspired the bill for receiver. 
The demurrer made a number of allega- 
tions and denied the paragraphs of the bill 
for receiver. 

Judge Lumpkin was. disqualified and the 
case went to Judge Marcus W. Beck. In 
August, 1897, he denied the _ injunction, 
which was «he first victory for the active 
company. Mr. Luther Rosser, attorney 
for the claimants at this time, retired 
from the case. 

The plaintiffs then amended their orig- 
inal bill, representing that the act of 193 

the general assembly, reorganizing the 
state troops, annulled the charter of the 
Gate City Guard, which was granted in 
1859. For this reason the receiver was 
again asked for. Some time was spent in 
trying to secure a judge to tfy the case, 
and as none was to be had Judg@ Lump- 
kin appointed Mr. John L. Tye judge pro 
hac vice, to pass upon thé case.

The case was to have been heard in the 
office of Payne & Tye Wednesday after- 
noon, but it was decided to continue un- 
til Thursday morning, in .order to secure 
the use of the court room of the Fulton 
superior court. This was done and Thurs- 
Gay morning there was a large crowd in 
the court room to hear the outcome of the 
case,

The souvenirs were lovely little 


bisque dolls arrayed in pink and white, 


STATE WILL BUY A. FARM. 


Prison Commissioners Are Considering 
Offers Which Have Been 
Made. 

The prison commissioners devoted yes- 
terday to the study of farms and tracts 
of land which have been offered to the 
board for the state convict farm. It was 
thought that they would reach a decision 
before night, but Genera) Evans siated 
that the matter was of such grave im- 
portance that the members of the board 
would take further time to consider the 

propositions which had been made. 


The members of the board desire a loca-— 


tion as nearly central as. possible and they 
have declined to consider tracts of land 
lying on the extreme borders of the state, 
In the course of a year the state has to 
move many convicts to and from the 
camps and the railroad fare is a large item 
of expense. By ocatmg the farm near the 
middie of the state the average dstance 
traveled by prisoners will be shorter than if 
they were to be taken to extreme south 
Georgia or north Georgia. 

The commissioners are anxious to make a 
selection and begin to get the farm in 
shape. The new law goes into effect April 
1,.1899, and if the board should wait until 
spring it would be imposSible to provide 
quarters for the prisoners and to prepare 
the land for next year’s crops. The legisla- 
ture appropriated $50,000 for the purpose of 
purchasing a farm and installing the cn- 
victs. The convict farm must contain at 
least 2,000 acres and not more than 6,000 
acres. On jt will be located the women, 
children and.decrepit convicts. 

Of these there will be probably 300, the 
other 2,000 able-bodied convicts being under 
lease. The commission will have tu erect 
a stockade for the convicts and buildings 
for the guards and in all probability will 
have to build some barns and other struc- 
tures. The ground must be broken for 
planting and April is a very late date on 
which to begin farming operationg for the 
year. 

The legislature appropriated only $50,000 
with which the commission is to purchas® 
hk farm and install the convicts, plant tne 
crops and carry on the place until it be- 
comes self-sustaining. The lands which has 
been offered to the state range in price from 
$3 to $10 per acre. A consideraple part of ihe 
appropriation must be reserved for working 
capital, because the convicts must be car- 
ried over the summer season, and it is not 
at all certain that. the farm will be self- 
supporting the first year. 

The commission will meet again next 
Monday.

having the previous experience essential 
to the preservation of healthy environment 
and discipline. The best policy dictates 
that there should be at no one point a 
camp containing more than 5,000 men, In- 
deed, one brigade, about 3,500 men all told, 
ls quite the better, figure. For even the 
latter number there should be fully 150 
acres of ground, so as to allow ample 
room in the camps, safe distances between 
living tents and the sinks, and especially 
le1ge intervals between the particular 
camps of the several regiments assembled. 

The inevitable sickness that will arise, 
even in a brigade of troops in the field, 
will seem anomalous to the average ob- 
server. Malarial troubles, measles, typhoid 
fever and other serious troubles will], in 
nine cases out of ten, be charged to the 
air, the water and the unsanitary: ineidents 
of the environment. It has always been so, 
and will continue to be the dominant ex- 
cuse wherever )arg® sections of the army 
are encamped. Thércfore any city risks 
its reputation for healthfulness by obdtain- 
ing a militarv camp and this bad reputa- 
tion often does the city’s fame and for- 
tunes more actual harm than any pecun- 
iary gain can ever countervail. 

What Atlanta Can Do. 

I have not written these things to deter 
the enthusiasm of the Atlanta people in 
the camp near the city. I believe Atlanta, 
better than any other city I know about, 
is competent and equipped to take care of 
a reasonable body of troops and neither 
suffer by the contract. Doubtless she can 
adequately take care of two brigades and 
I bope that many will be sent to her, pro- 
Vided they can be put into two camps, 
widely separated. The localities suggested— 
Piedmont park and Kirkwood—should be 
ideal places for such encampments. 

The -objection to having the troops at 
Piedmont park because of the proximity 
to the Riding Club house is not a tenable 
one. So far as order goes these regimental 
camps are models: of quietude and good dis- 
cipline. I speak from, experience when I 
say that within the chain of sentinels in 
these camps there is better order and Jess 
noise than in the open streets of the -city 
of Atlanta at midday or midnight. The dis- 
order created by soldiers is outside the 
camps and far. from the notice of their 
officers. It is ‘down town,’’ in the. saloons 
and places of evil resort that the soldiers 
turn themselves loose and make trouble 
for citizens, police and provost guard. The 
gentiemen of the Riding Club will in the 
event of the camp being put in Piedmont 
park, geareély realize that the soldiers 
are near them unless they go out of their 
own boundaries to encounter them. 

There. are but two causes of disorder and 
riot among the troops of the present army, 
so far as my Knowledge goes, and they are 
whisky in the one instance and race coal- 
lision in the gsecdnd instanee. But these 
explosive elements prevail tin ordinary life 
dangerously as among the volunteer 
soldiery. 

There is no doubt that many branches of 
commerce and industry in Atlanta would 
enjoy a financial boom through the pres- 
ence of the soldiers. The boys of the ranks 
are proverbially free spenders and every 
pay-day the amount of cash turned loose 
in the city for supplies, equipment, pleas- 
ure and folly would be a decided inere- 
ment of the local wealth. In that view of 
the case the citizens are justified in want- 
ing the encampments. And because I am 
always loyal to whatever wil) benefit Atlan- 
ta I hope they will get a right contingent 
of the volunteers and get them quick,

Franchise Across Mitchell Street “Viaduct Was Discussed by 
interested vilizens Yesterday 


NO> TRANSFERS; KO FRANCHISE 


‘That 's the Positive Position the Res- 
dents Have Taken, 


HO ACTION WAS TAKEN YESTERDAY 


After Hearing Many Speeches the Com- 
mittee Adjourned at 5:50 
O’Clock To Meet Again 
This Afternoon at 2 
O’Clock. 


WHEN CHAIRMAN RICE CALLED 
the eleetric railway committee yesterday 
afternoon all the members—Lumpkin, Pe- 
ters, LaHatte and S:.ephens—were present. 

Beyond some lively conversation the part 
of a number of first ward residents, the 
fight for the franchise over the viaduct 
and into the west side was not exasperat- 
ingly warm. But throughout the talks 
that were made, and in the meeting there 
Was an undercurrent of something of a 
white heat nature. 

The Traction company (the Athanta Rail- 
yay Company) had all the best of the 
fight yesterday afternoon and, like the 
Ccrsolidated, is yet to be heard from 
through its officers and attorneys. 

The Consolidated, having one 
into the west side over the Nelson street 
bridge, is none the less desirous of giving 
@nother portion of the west side a street 
car service. On the other hand, the Atlanta 
Railway Company is equally ambitious, 
and desires to reach the viaduct by con- 
demning the property of the Consolidated 
on Mitchell street from Forsyth to Thomp- 
son, to the extent of using the tracks at.a 
certain rental. 

The committee adjourned yesterday at 
5:30 o'clock to meet again this afternoon 
ai 2 o'clock, It was decided in the forepart 
of the sitting that the residents of the 
first ward who desired to be heard on the 
matter should speak first and that after 
the residents had finished summing up the 
sitvation, giving out their preferences and 
expressing their opinionw~on the routes ge- 
lected by the companies, the attorneys and 
officers of the contending companies should 
disfuss the ‘points of the situation from 
their various standpoints. 


Transfers and Negro Passengers. 

The majority of those who spoke yester- 

terday preferred the Atlanta Railway Com- 
pany. Every speaker urged the subject of 
transfers, and said that they were willing 
for the Consolidated to come into the new 
territory if it would grant transfers. This 
the Consolidated is certain not to do. The 
Atlanta Railway Company, promising as 
it does, transfers to Grant Park and to 
any portion of the city on its line for one 
fare, has placed an alluring propo€ition be- 
fore the first ward people. 
; The principal complaint against the Con- 
solédated was its refusal to give transfers 
and another peint urged by the adherents 
of the Traction company was that it made 
the negroes occupy the rear seats of the 
cars. 

With al] the talk that was had yesterday, 
no special progress was made in the mat- 
ter. 

The principal difference that existed 
among the first ward folk is the desire of 
the residents to each select a route for 
himself—that is, best suited to his family 
and his wishes. 

Some suggestion of this is given, inc)ud- 
ing the Consolidated’s proposed route and 
that of the Traction company.

BARRETT REPRESENTS THE FIRST 

Mr. CWarles Barrett, of the first ward, 
and a red-hot fighter for good service and 
transfers, was the first spokesman to at- 
tract the attention of the chair. He said 
the first ward had been in need of better 
street car facilities for many years and he 
Was present yesterday afternoon to see 
that his friends and neighbors were repre- 
sented, 

Mr. Barrett lives on Taylor's Hill, near 
Mangum street, and he wanted the line 
to come along his way. He wanted it to 
run down Mangum so as to give the mem- 
berg of the Sixth Baptist church facilities. 
He said the logical route for the new line 
to follow would be down Mangum to Davis 
and Davis to Rhodes street. 

His objection to the Consolidated was 
that its cars ran to a negro university and 
the cars were crowded with negroes. 

"Don't you know that one car line in the 
city separates the negroes from the whites 
and that the Consolidated allows the two 
races to sit together?’ asked Mr. Jack 
Spalding. 

Mr. Barrett said he did not know tadis, 
but was glad to know that there was 
one car company in Atlanta that did look 
after the interests and comforts of its 
patrons. He said he never went to the 
Consolidated office but once, and that was 
in an effort to secure better street car ser- 
vice in his neighborhood. 

“Mr. Hurt was very curt to me.” he 
Said, “and told me that he wis nothiag 
morevit@an a director in the company and 
he referred me to his president, Mr. Wood- 
ruff, and we haven't got any gar service 
yet. I want good service and I want trans- 
fers.”’ 

REV. A. C. WARD. 

Rev. 4. C. Ward, pastor of the Sixth 
Baptist church, stated that there were 
many white persons living in the territory 
which was not penetrated by any car lines 
and he was anxious to see that district 
of the city developed. 

He especially urged that the lime pass 
by the Sixth Baptist church, saying that 
his entire congregation was now and al- 
Ways had been without facilities for reach- 
ing the house of worship. 

“IT always have had to walk to town,”’ 
said Mr. Ward, “‘and cross the twenty-five 
tracks at Mitchell street. I have no prefer- 
ence between the two companies asking for 
the franchise, but I do want good service 
and transfers. 

“The Consolidated hag the right over Nel- 
Son street bridge and has always been in 
position to give us service, but yet no cars 
have ever been run down Mangum street, 
and the company has made no effort to 
give us any. service or accommodation. 

“IT went to the Consalidated once, but 
will never go again to ask for service, as 
[ was chopped off and was informed that 
there were not enough persons in that part 


-Of the city to justify the building of a line. 


That is a mistake, as there are many 
white persons who would patronize a line 
if good service and schedules were furnish- 
ed. The truth of the matter is that the 
Consolidated. has not @one what it could 
have done had@ there been a desire to ac- 
commodate us.’’

Mr. Martin H. Dooly appeared before the 
Street car company to urge that whatever 
line is allowed to cross the viaduct that the 
city council should require good service 
and transfers. 

“It is not a question of preference with 
me as to the company that gets the fran- 
chise,’’ said Mr. Dooly, “‘but what I am 
after is to get good service and frequent 
cars and to get the line to run through 
that district which is most in need of 
care.’

ROOM FOR BOTH LINES... 

Dr. A. L. Curtis is in favor of jeiting 
both lines cross the viaduct, as he belives 
that the population in that part of the 
city is rapidly increasing and believes that 
if both [ines cross that property will rapid- 
ly increase in value and wil] soon more 
than double in valuation, 

“There's plenty of room in the ward, and 
is is also the largest in the city and we 
can take care of all the street car com- 
panies that care to come across the via- 
duct and build lines in that section of the 
city.” 

DR. J. B. ROBERTS. 

Dr. J. Ben Roberts was in favor of any 
line that would give good service and 
trasfers. He thought the schedules should 
be good and prémpt, and was not in favor 
of the franchise being granted to any line 
that did not give-.to the public all the cars 
and schedules that were necessary. 

MR. T. 8S. SMITH. 

Mr. T. 8S. Smith said he was against the 
Consolidated because !t had always de- 
clined to grant transfers. He was in favor 
of the Atlanta Rallway Company because 
he thought that company would give the 
citizens of the first ward the service that 
Was wanted and he knew the company 
would give transfers. 

“I WANT TRANSFERS.”’ 

Mr. Charles B. Reynolds based his plea 
On the grounds of transfers and said he 
thought the company that crossed the via- 
duct should be the one that would give 
good service and would grant transfers. 

“At first I thought the Consolidated 
should come across," said he, “but now I 
am firmly convinced that the other line 
should be given the franchise, as I want 
transfers. If the Atlanta railway crosses, 
then we can go to Grant park, McPher- 
son and Decatur and to the center of the 
city. It would be cheaper to have the At- 
lanta Railway Company. to cross, as the 
transfers would save a vast amount of 
money to the citizens and it is the line 
that We desire.’’ 

‘He said the new line should go by the 
Sixth Baptist. 

MR. PHILIP BREITENBUCHER. 

Mr. Philip Breitenbucher, who lives in the 
fourth ward, but who owns property in the 
firse ward that would be affected by the 
new line and the proposed routes, appeared 
before the committee, urging that the lines 
be routed through those streets which are 
occupied by the best citizens. 

He spoke at length on the importance of 
no mistake being made, and thought it 
would be a wise plan for the members of 
the committee to inspect the routes which 
had been proposed before any decision was 
reached. 

MR. W. J. SPEAIRS. : 

“We want transfers, and we want them 
bad,” said Mr. W. J. Speairs, of tthe first 
ward. 

“We want the Atlanta Railway Company, 
because that line has promised transfers. 
Many of the citizens of the ward work at 
the Air-Line shops and at the Southern 
shops, and this matter of street-car fare is 
a big item with them. If transfers are 
given by the line that crosses the viaduct, 
it will save every working man who works 
at these two shops 60 cents a week, which 
would be more than $31 a year. That isa 
big item.’ 

“STAND UP GILLAM.” 

“Stand up, Gillam,”’ shouted Mr. Barrett, 
who had not been quieted. 

A tall young man stood up, 

‘T have been misrepresented,” said Bar- 
rett, in good humor, ‘“‘and | want to prove 
something by you.’ 

Gillam was then questioned by Mr. Bar- 
ret¢ as to the number of negroes living in 
a certain block. 

ADJOURNED TO THIS AFTERNOON 

Attorney Spalding arose to address the 
committee, when Colonel Goodwin, repre- 
senting the Consolidated, asked if the hear- 
ing was to be continued or postponed. 

Mr. Peters, a member of the committee, 
stated that he was feeling very badly and 
was anxious that the hearing be continued 
over until Saturday. 

“We want the hearing to proceed,” said 
Attorney Spalding, representing the Atlanta 
Railway Company. “The other line is 
making money and this delay is our 108s, 
as we have no line in that part of the city 
yet. Every day is costing us money.” 

President Woodruff, of the Consolidated, 
laughed heartily at chis statement. 

‘rhe opposition can afford to laugth,”’ said 
Attorney Spalding. “It has the monopoly 
over in that part of the city, and expects to 
hold it, but we will see about it.”’ 

Chairman Rice chen announced that the 
hearing would be resumed this afternoon at 
2 o'clock.

Mr. Milier is assistant general freight 
agent of the Southern railway, with head- 
quarters in Atlanta. He is now in New 
York, where he went on Wednesday to 
tender his resignation to the officials of the 
Southern, Mr. Finley and Mr. Culp being in 
that city attending a traffic meeting. 

The position was tendered to Mr. Miller 
a few days ago by President Russell, of 
the Mobile and Ohio, and Mr. Miller ac- 
cepted. Major Poe, the present general 
freight agent of the Mobile and Ohio, will 
be traffic manager, with his headquarters 
in Mobile. He has been in the company’s 
service for a number of years and stands 
well as a traffic man. 

Mr. Miller belongs to the younger set of 
traffic men in the south.

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AN INNOCENT MAN PARDONED. 


He Was Sentenced to the Penitentiary 
for Thirteen Years. 

J. W. Lee, a white man, of Habersham 
county, was pardoned from the penitentiary 
yesterday by Governor Atkinson, who di- 
rected that the order for the pardon be pre- 
pared without delay. 

“That man should not be kept in the peni- 
tentiary a minute longer than is absolutely 
necessary to communicate information of 
the pardon to the authorities,’ said the gov- 
ernor. ‘‘Lee has been in the penitentiary 
for about one year. Wiis sentence was for 
thirteen years, and had it. not been for his 
friends he would probably have served out 
his time unless he had died sooner.’ 

Judge Kimsey, Solicrtor General Howard 
Thompson and a number of reputable cit- 
izens of Habersham county united in a pe- 
tition for his: pardon. Newly discovered 
evidence shows.-that Lee was innocent of 
the crime of which he was convicted. The 
indictment charged him with assault with 
intent to murder. His two brothers were 
implicated in the assauit and one of them, 
Burgess Lee, has been convicted. The oth- 
er brother, George, escaped and has not 
been captured. It appears that J. W. Lee 
was not present at the\time of the shooting 
and that he was convicted upon perjured 
testimony. One of the witnesses who swore 
against him has been indicted for perjury 
and will be prosecuted. 

The petition for Lee's pardon was pre- 
sented by Messrs. J. B. Jones and George 
P. Erwin.

In an in- 
terview yesterday Mayor Collier stated that 
Mr. Atkinson and Georgia Electric 
Light Company, of which Mr. Atkinson is 
president, ere instrumental in bringing 
about the defeat of the water bond elec- 
tion. The interviews from Mayor Collier and 


Mr. Atkinson follow: 

“lI want the people of Atlanta put upon 
notice that the Georgia Electric Light 
Company is at least partially responsible 
if not wholly, for the defeat of the pro- 
posed issue of water bonds. Here is a cor- 
poration which is deriving its principal 
revenue from the coffers of the city of 
Atlanta which deliberately goes out and 
makes every effort to defeat a proposition 
which 98 per cent of the people of Atlanta 
favored. as shown by their votes in favor 
of the bonds. 

“T am told by reliable authority that the 
president of this company, Mr. H. M™. 
Atkinson, went to the polls and voted 
against the bond proposition openly. Oth- 
er members of the company and its friends 
voted against the bonds, and it is a fact 
that this company did everything possible 
to defeat the bonds. I cannot understand 
the motive of the company in putting itself 
in opposition to this proposition unless it 
is that the company wants to defeat any 
effort to improve the waterworks system 
under municipal ownership and make it 
eppear that it can best be managed pri- 
vately. The question of municipal owner- 
ship of a lighting plant is before the peo- 
ple, or Was up to tfie election Wednesday, 
when it was settled beyond doubt, and it 
geems that the Georgia Electric Light 
Company wants to put every obstacle pos- 
sible in the way of any proposition to fur- 
ther increase the efficiency of any depart- 
ment under municipal ownership. 

“This company receives something like 
$75,000 or $80,000 per annum (from the city 
of Atlanta for furnishing street lights. 
This is the principal source of revenue of 
the company, and it has been treated fairly 
and well paid by the city for years. In the 
face of that fact and the fact the people 
of Atlanta want to extend the water mains 
eo that the citizens of every section may 
be furnished with a supply of good, clear 
and pure water this company and its pres- 
ident g@€o to the polls and vote against 
the bonds. I think the people of Atlanta 
are entitled to know this fact, so that they 
can understand the methods and efforts 
of this company. 

“Out of a total of 5,166 votes cast in the 
bond election only 164 were cast against the 
bonds. This shows the wish and temper 
of the people of Atlanta on this question, 
and I think it is an outrage that a com- 
pany which has been living on the patron- 
age of the city for years should get out 
in the open and vote against this bond 
proposition. 

“I do not know how many of the 164 neg- 
ative votes were cast by this company and 
its supporters. And I do not know how 
many citizens refrained from voting on the 
question out of sympathy for this company, 
because it was known that the policy of the 
president of the company would be in oppo- 
Sition to the bonds. When the people of 
this city know that the Georgia Electric 
Light Company is at least partially respon- 
sible for the defeat of these bonds, they 
will make up their judgment of the methods 
of the company.” 

What Mr. Atkinson Says. 

Mr. Atkinson was asked if he cared to 
make a statement in reply to Mayor Col- 
lier's ¢harge that he was partially re- 
sponsible for the defeat the water bonds. 
He said: 

“Poor Mr. Collier! He seems to be dis- 
gusted indeed. It is a great pity that the 
people of Atlanta won't do exactly as Mr. 
Coliier’s newspaper inteviews direct. Per- 
haps, though, they feel as J do, that it 
would be better to have a mayor without 
wheels in his head to spend the proceeds of 
$200,uv of bonds. 

“The only thing that surprises me about 
the interview is that it did not have his 
picture with it. He only had one interview 
in day before yesterday’s Journal and I 
am glad that he made it up with two big 
ones the day following. I am always very 
much hurt when I pick up a paper and 
do not see in it a big interview with Mr. 
Collier, and a frequent appearance of his 
picture gives me endless pleasure, to say 
nothing of so highly ornamentin ape 

fs , é g the paper. 

There were 930 people out of the total 
number of those that voted who either vot- 
ed positively against the water bonds or 
negatively by not voting at all. I was one 
who voted against them, it is true, but I 
do not know how any other man connected 
with the Georgia Electric Light Company 
voted xcept one, and he voted for them 
I voted against them because I° am very 
largely interested_in the city of Atlanta. 
I want it to prosper. and I do not want it 
plastered with bonds. My interest in the 
eity at large is very much greater than it 
is in the electric light company, and I

AN ARMY OFFICER IN TROUBLE. 


He Tried To Enjoy Himself in Savan- 
nah at the Public Expense.

ALLEGES THAT HE IS INSOLVENT 


Out-of-Town Manufacturers Say He 
Misrepresented His Condition. 


Asked for a Receiver To Take Charge 
of Goods, Notes and Accounts 
and Certain Stock He Owns.

A BILL HAS BEEN FILED IN THE 
superior court by three out-of-town paper 
manufactories asking that they be allowed 
to reclaim certain g00ds which, it is alieged, 
were transferred by M. Barwald & Co., 
dealers, to the Atlanta 
Wellhouse & Sons and 


wholesale paper 
Paper Company, 
Montag Bros, 

The petition is filed by the Reynolds & 
Reynolds Compamy, of Ohio: the Roaring 
Springs Blank Book Company, of Pennsyl- 
vania, and the George H. Friend Paper and 
Tablet Company, of Ohio. The petition is 
the result of an alleged transfer of goods 
from M. Barwald & Co. to the three At- 
lanta firms named and this transfer, it is 
charged by the petitioners, was fraudulent 
and that the indebtedness of Barwald to 
the firms named Was not as large as claim- 
ed by them. 

The suit shows that M. Barwald & Co. 
is indebted to the paper companies, they 
bringing the suit in the sum of $1,700. To the 
Reynolds & Reynolds Company $200, to the 
Roaring Springs Blank Book Company $300 
and to the George H. Friend Paper Com- 
pany $1.200. These sums, it is cl2imed, be- 
ing for goods and merchandise delivered to 
Barwald. It is stated in the suit that the 
goods were so!d on faith and belief in the 
truth of the statement of Barwa!d’s condi- 
tion as delivered by Barwald to Dun & Co. 
and that they would not have extended the 
credit but for ths statement. 

{It is charge that on September 28th the 
attorney for Barwald ordered the clerks to 
pack up and remove*the stock of go¢ds then 
in the store to the Atlanta Paper Company, 
Montag Bros. and Wellhouse & Son. The 
petitioners state it as their belief that the 
transfer and delivery was upon an a'leged 
indebtedness to them of the sum of $18,090 
Or $20,000. They aver that LBurwald owed 
them no such sum and had no business 
which would authorize such a debt. It is 
alleged that the tramsfer was fraudulent 
and done for the purpose of hindering, de- 
laying and defrauding the petitioners and 
other creditors and that the purpose was 
krown and acquiesced in by the parties 
numed and that therefore the sale is 
fraudulent and void. 

It is alleged that all the accounts, notes 
and choses in action have been transferred 
by Barwald to Glenn, Slaton & Phillips on 
the claim that he owes them for legal ser- 
vices. It is claimed that if Barwald is 
indebted to this firm it is only a sma!i sun. 

It is alleged that the report issueJ by 
the commercial agency was untrue and 
Known to Barwald to be untrue. It is 
claimed that if Barwald was indebted to 
the three Atlanta firms the indebtedness 
was in existence prior to the time the pe- 
titioners sold their respective go ds. 

It is claimed that Barwald is president of 
the Atlanta Metal and Bottle Company, and 
as president is owner of a large amount of 
stock in the company, which is of cynsider- 
able value. It is alleged that this scuck is 
now claimed by Mrs. Barwald. The charge 
is made that the stock is owned by Barwald 
and that if it has been transferred to Mrs. 
Barwald the transfer is frauduier. ani 
void and one which rests upon no valuable 
consideration and which was made for the 
purpose of hindering, delaying and defraui- 
ing the creditors of Barwald. 

It is alleged that Barwald was not in- 
debtea to his wife in any sum and that sne 
had no means whereby she could have ob- 
tained the stock. It is charged that Bar- 
waild ig totally insolvent. 

The petition asks that Mr. 
Barwald be restrained from transferring, 
selling or encumbering in any way the 
stock held by them in the Azlant: Meta! 
and Bottle Company; that Wellnouse & 
Son, Montag Bros. and the Atlanta Paper 
Company be enjoined and restritned from 
selling or disposing of the stock of goods 
transferred to them by Barwald: that 
Glenn, Slaton & Phillips be enjoined from 
transferring or selling any of the notes, 
accounts or choses in action transferred to 
them by Barwald: that a receiver be ap- 
pointed by the court to take pessession of 
and hold the stock of goods and notes and 
accounts together with the stuck in the At- 
lanta Metal and Bottle Company trans- 
ferred by the parties named; that an ac- 
counting be had of any and all indebted- 
ness due by M. Barwald to parties named: 
that petitioners be allowed to inspect and 
identify such goods as are now held by 
an} of t.e parties named; that the eale of 
such goods be declared void and petitioners 
be dllowed to reclaim goods under such 
provisions as the court may deem fit and 
proper; that the alleged sales from FEFar- 
wald to each of the parties named be de- 
clared null and void and for such other 
relief, etc.

The 
war will probably be short, but it will be 
hot whi'e it lasts. The agents up there 
now are busy, but they cannot make any- 
thing at the low rates. 

As the war stands, it is a fight between 
the Atlanta Home on one hand and all the 
other companies on the other. The South- 
eastern Tariff Association companies say 
that the Atlanta Home cut rates and gave 
excessive commissions and thereby got 
much more than its share of the Gainesville 


business. 
, The Atlanta Home's officers say that they 
built up a good business in Gainesville by 
energy and observance of the tariff associa- 
tion rules, and that association companies 
gave excessive commissions to get the bus- 
iness away from it. Finding that it was 
losing business, the Atlanta Home gave 25 
per cent commission on business and re- 
covered some of what it had lost. 

Mr. George Hurt and Mr. Hall, 
Atlanta Home, stated yesterday that their 
company had simply gone ahead to protect 
its own business. Members of the tariff 
association put the blame on the Atlanta 
Home. 

The regular commission is 15 per cent. 
This is the commission allowed by the as- 
sociation and by the companies which co- 
operate with it. The Atlanta Home was 
formerly a member of the association, but 
withdrew and for years has been a CO- 
operating member. 

This eubaenelil fight has extended to 
Atlanta, and some of the agents say that 
it will spread, but the managers do not 
think so. They say that permission has 
been given to agents in Atlanta to protect 
themselves on school and church property. 
The Atlanta Home captured the insurance 
on the city schoois a few weeks ago and 
the policies were signed up and the pre- 
mium was paid. There is talk among some 
of the insurance men of offering to take 
up these policies. 

‘Much cablane has been aroused by the 
war and it is saiu thata number of insur- 
ance men voted against Mr. Joel Hurt on 
Wednesday because of antagonism to the 
Atlanta Home. 

There is just a chance that the war may 
extend -to residences in the city, but tie 
association managers will prevent it if pos- 
sible. Their war policy is that if there 
must. be war to make it sharp #o that it 
will not last long. The trouble in Gaines- 
ville has had the effect of stiffening the 
rates in other towns. In these fights the 
agents get the worst of it, and if a — 
lasts any length of time, the agents wit! 
a small business suffer. War means loss 
of income to them, hence the Gainesville 
fight is proving an object lesson in other 
cities,

DR. PAYNE ON SIRUP MAKING. 


State Chemist Writes Letter Answering 
Inquiries on the Subject. 

State Chemist George F. Payne has re- 
number of letters from south 
Georgia asking how it is possible to make 
the sirup so ihat jt can be kept a great 
length of time without souring and at the 
same time not affect the taste or color. In 
answer to these inquiries he has written 
the following letter which will be valuable

to sirup makers: 
“Atlanta Ga., 
You ask if there is any chemical] th 
»olor or keep south Georgia sirup 
sugaring and not change the taste. 
“In regard to the question of color, I 
infer that you intended to say something 
that would not color the sirup and that 
you simply left out the not. Of course it 
is very easy to color the sirup. almost any 
tint you wish with various substances. If 
you really wish cto color it, let me Kn 
what tint you wish and I can give yo 
the name of the proper chemical to use. 
In regard to keeping the sirup from souring 
the proper plan is to is to make it as dense 
as possible—that is, evaporating it down as 
jow as you can without its sugaring. If 
it sugars to a small amount, this will not 
make much difference in the barrel and 
besides you can draw it off from the sirup 
if you desire, and add the suguar to a little 
of your thinner sirup or simply add enough 
water to the sugar to convert it fnto sirup. 
An experienced boiler can readily produce 
good heavy sirup with very little sugar or 
none at all. One of the best plans to make 
matters doubly sure, in regard to making 
sirup keep, is to put it up while hot and 
seal it air tigh@—the sugar will then keep 
indefinitely if this is properly done. Some 
persons ‘have trouble in boiling their sirup 
down thick enough, by not being able to 
judge how thick it is while hot and are 
surprised when it turns to sugar on getting 
cool. One can learn how to judge the 
sirup by taking some out on a paddle and 
allowing it to cool by either holding in 
the air and dripping off the paddle or drop- 
ping into cold water. The eye can soon 
learn to judge when it is the right density. 
This can also be very accurately done by 
what ts called a saccharometer. This Is a 
glass bulb which floats in a glass cylinder 
holding the sirup.'A little of the sirup has 
to be cooled by pouring from the dipper 
to another or by putting into a ean and 
immersing the can in the cool] water. This 
quickly cools the sirup, which can be pour- 
ed in the cylinder and the hydrometer 
tells the strength. To decide what strength 
you wish to make it, make up as thick as 
possible—so thick that it sugars a Httle— 
then pour this sirup off after it is thor- 
oughly cool and take the density of it: if

you make your sirup so the density does 
not quite reach this point, you will have 
no trouble in regard to it Sugaring and 
have a good heavy sirup at the same time 
Certain ingredients like common salt tend 
to Keep the sirup from Sugaring, but it is 
a bad plan to add it to the sirup on account 
of its altering the taste and also as it 
is unnecessary, as the desired result can be 
accomplished in a far better way—by mak- 
ing the sirup with the proper density 
Yours sincerely.

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FOUR GRAND CHIEFS OF THE OR- 
ganizations composing the Federation of 
American Railway Employees will be in 
Atlanta tomorrow to cénfer with the local 
members: of their respective organizations 
and to attend the union meeting to be held 
in Knights of Pythias hall tomorrow after- 
noon at 3 o’clock. 

The union. meeting ts to be held under 
the auspices of the Atlanta Federation of 
Railway Employees, which is composed of 
the local lodge and divisions of the Order 
of Railway Conductors, the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Firemen, the Order of Rail- 
road Telegraphers and the Brotherhood of 
Railway Trainmen, 

This federation was organized last June 
and meets on the second Sunday of.-.every 
month. It has become one of the strong- 
est of the local labor organizations and its 
future is very bright. Its officers are as 
follows: President, M. H. Mahan, Order 
Railway Conductors; vice president, H. O.
